YESTERDAY'S HEAVY MAIL 
This year's Christmas parcel 
mail to the United Kingdom bids 
fair to be a record one, according 
to information gathered this 
morning by a Teleyraph repre- 
sentative at the Post Office. 
Yesterday was one of the tusiest 
days ever spent by the parcels 
department, the Home mail per 
the s.s. Nellore closing last even- 
ing. All day long there was a 
constant stream of people posting 
parcels, the rush in the afternoon 
being so great that-it was neces- 
sary for a queue to be formed. 
No fewer than 1,534 parcels were 
posted for the U.K., and in. addi- 
tion to this there was o heavy 
parcels post for Seattle. the total 
number of parcels posted during 
the day for these two mails alone 
being 1,743.

If the new buses are made any 
more top-heary than those at 
present in use, unless the roadway 
is slightly banked, it is inevitable 
that an accident will occur.
